Mtedoctions Demnnded Sald (o e Ine
crensing Monthly the Cor-

All of the members of the olty councll
with the exception of Aldeéermen Darstow and
Gieenshields met on a commities of the
whole last nlght and remained In session
until neatly midolght, strugeling in a whirl-
pool of talk, striving to attain a satisfactory
toncluslon or the bill of the Klecirie Light-
ing company for last month. ‘There Isn a dit-
ference of nearly $200 betwoen the blll pre-
uwented by the company and the esiimates
mide by the committes in the counell upon
the roporis made by the ofty electriclan of
the shortage In voltage and lampa that did
not burn satigfactorily or at all during the
menth, General Manager W. 8 Wright ap-
peared fo. the company and Chalrman Brown
of the eommittee represented the city's In-
torist.

Mr., Wright asserted that for years his
company had been obliged to naceept the
cily's estimate and corresponding reduoctions,
but that the difference, constantly growing
gieater, had reached the Hmit of pnatient
endurance fn the reductions demanded for
Murch, He claimed that the city had
doubled the reductions by careless manipu-
latlons of the reports of the elty electrician
reporting short voltage and the pollce re-
porting lamps out; that the electrician wonld
tost two lamps on a circult for elght In
all and baxe his estimate of the entire wolt-
age consumed for the wesk upon the one
teat, and that the lamps tested would al-
ways be the ones burning lowest. The polics
under their Instructions wounld report .thage
Inmps as no good or out, so tha company
woulll get a double dose of reduction.

The matter was argued for two straight
haurs by Chalrman Brown and Mr. Wright
without any concluslon belng reached, and it
will be the subject of another conference In
committee of the whole during the week.
During the controversy Alderman BHrown and
Mr. Wright became warmly earnest and the
mayor was compelled to use his gavel with
lote of foree.

The Chicago & Northwestern Rallway com-
pany asked for a refund of $56 water taxes,
upon the grounds thay Its property extended
a mile or more beyond the fartherest fire
hydrant. The committes declded to refuse
to recommend the refund, for the reason that
the raflroad company was not entitled to it
and Incidentally because the company was
opcupying a right of way through Lake View
park without having pald anything for it.

Petitlons for electrie lights on the corners
of Fourth avenue and Nineteenth street and
Avenue B and Thirty-fourth street wern
presented and reported upon adversely,

Charles Baughn, the well known local cap-
ftallst, flled a claim for 21.76 for damages
done to a house belonging to him located on
the nlley between Hreadway and Vine sireet
on North First. A hose wagon team became
nemanageable while the firemen were reel-
Ing hose after a fire In the vielnity last win-
tler and the erank scratched some of the
palnt off the slding of the house. The bill
had been presented to the clerk a number of
times. The aldermen voted unanimously to
reject the olaim.

J. B. Bennett filed a elalm for $40 due for
i horse owned by him and hired to the oty
%nd which dled during the time. The clty's
labllity In the matter was questioned, but
the bill was finally referred to the commit-
tee on health and police with Instructions to
Inquire Into it,

The only other matter of Importance that
came up wns the petitlon from a large num-
bher of property owners on Pear] street, ask-
ing to have the street repaved with as-
pheltum. Alderman Casper, as a representn-
tive of the park commission, objected to
asphalt and strongly favored vitrified brick
The frontage on Bayliss park, added to that
of other property owners favoring brick,
gave the brick advocates a majority, and the
committee dee'ded to Instruct the engineer
to draw up the usual ordinance apecliying
brick and have 't ready to report to the
couneil on Thuraday night,

The engineer called attentlon to the ne-
cessity of deepening the bed of Ind'an creek
from ‘Thirteenth avenue, and the councll
agreed 0 adjourn and meet at 1:30 this
afternoon and go over the ground with him
for the purpose of Investigating the sltun-
tion.
TRYING ™ SAVE HIs HOME.
Joneob Layton Finds n Judgment

Agnlnst Him and Home in Danger.

The day In Judge Smith's court yesterday
was spent In hearing the evidence in the
case of Jacobh Layton agalost J. 1. Case &

Overhend Network Certaln to Vanish
During the Somme,,

President  Casper B, Yost of the
hraska Telephons company was an oarly
Itor Counell Binffs yesterday
Ho eame over with Manager
Omnahn exchange and spent some
Ing Into the source, caure and seope of
ordvance which was Introduced at the conm
oll meeting Monday night requiring the
eompany to place lid wires In the business
district under ground between this and De-
cember 1 of the present year

“The wires will have to go under ground |
In the bupiness part of all blg townas sconer
or Iater,” sald Mr. Yot to a reporter for
The Bee. ““We bave them down in Omaha
eid at Linecoln. They are talking inder
ground buslness at Des Moines, When they
commenca talking that way the only way
out of it Ie to put the wires under and save
trouble, for they never lél up after they get
A start. We are, of course, anxious to Incur
no more expense than s abhsolulely veoen.
wiry to meet the requiremente of the busi-
ness, and while we are niot opporing the
ordinance, we are anxious that the under-
ground distriet should not be male large
enough to be an excasslve burden upon us
during these hard times, It will cost at
least $25,000 to put the wires In econdulte
in the territory provided by the ordinance,
and that l= a pretty heavy expensa on a
syotem  that numbers but 360 telephones,
It means the gross rental of the ‘phones
for nearly three years, to say the least.'

Whntever the cause for the ordlnance, the
sentiment of the councll seems to be very
strongly In favor of Its passage. The me-
tiem of the ordinance defining the limits
of the wderground district i as follows:
Commeneing at the northeast corner of Wil-
low navenue and Seventh street, thence north
rlong the east wide of Foventh street to the
southeast corner of Mynster and Beventh
street, thence east along the sonth slde
of Mgnster pireet to ite Intersection with
Ma'm street, thence north aflong the enst
mde of Main street to Its Intersection with
Bryant strect, thence south along the weet
line of Bryant stroet to ile intersectlon with
Broadway street, thence east along the gouth
glde of Broadway street tb Ita Intersection
with Glen awenue, thince south along the
west slde of Glen avenue to Its Intersecticn
with Pierce street, thence In a  westerly
direetion along the north line of Plerce itreet
to Ite Intersection with Bluff street, thence
south along the west line of Bluft street
to its intersrction with Willow avenue,
thence west aleng the north side of Willow
avenue to ita intersectlon with  Seventh
stroet. g

There ls a feeling with the councllmen
that the distrlet should be changed so that
it would require no more work or cost on
the part of the company and still give the
business sectlon of the city better eervice,
The idea is to drop off one block from the
west line of the district and probably one
from the north and extend the district fur-
ther south on Main etreet and further ecast
¢vi Broadway. Laboring men are very much
interested In the ordinance, as it means
work for a large force for several months.

Payments to the extent «f 3365
are acknowledged, and an ftem of $8 |s
charged for interest to make the balance
$1,000, and then there I8 B cents added to
make the account look exact. There is noth-
ing interesting in the petition. It simply
recites In a very few words the fact that
Mre. Montgomery bought dresses from Staufl-
fer, and that there lg a thousand dollar bal-
ance on the ledger against the purchaser.
